It’s now official — Darrell 
Dexter is the first NDP 
premier of Nova Scotia. 

Dexter was sworn in as 
the province’s 27th pre¬ 
mier, along with his new 
cabinet, at a packed cere¬ 
mony Friday night at the 
Cunard Centre in Halifax. 

“It’s exhilarating,” Dex¬ 
ter said. “And it’s a little bit 
of an exhausting process as 
well.” 

The 1,200 seats available 
for the ceremony quickly 
filled, leaving a few hun¬ 
dred people to scrounge 
for standing room. 

Dexter’s cabinet consists 
of only himself and 11 oth¬ 
ers, but was carefully bal¬ 
anced. Half of the cabinet 
members are from ridings 
in the Halifax Regional Mu¬ 
nicipality and four of the 
12 are women. 

As was widely expected, 
Halifax Fairview MLA Gra¬ 
ham Steele was named fi¬ 
nance minister, handling 
arguably the most impor-

With solemn faces, C.J. 
Hamilton and Chris 
Whynder carried a ban¬ 
ner through the north 
end of Halifax Saturday 
afternoon that read “Ed¬ 
ucation Not 
Incarceration.” 

The two Auburn Drive 
High School students, 
who will graduate Thurs¬ 
day, led a 50-person multi¬ 
cultural march that in¬ 
cluded a stop at Halifax 
Regional Police headquar¬ 
ters. A main message to 
come from the protest or¬ 
ganized by Black Inde¬ 
pendence Network Nova 
Scotia (BINNS) was the 
claim of criminalization 
of black youth, including 
by local police and the 
justice system. 

“Schools not prisons,” 
Isaac Saney, a faculty 
member at Dalhousie Uni¬ 
versity, bellowed into the 


megaphone. Walking be¬ 
side him, a young girl car¬ 
ried a sign that read “Do¬ 
mestic terrorists wear 
blue!” 

Following brawls at 
Cole Harbour High School 
and Auburn Drive High 
School in May, BINNS said 
they have been challeng¬ 
ing the media for misrep¬ 
resenting what they say 
was unprompted police 
brutality towards black 
students. 

BINNS literature hand¬ 
ed out at the protest said 
riot police arrested 14 
black youths at Auburn 
Drive after a schoolyard 
argument May 1. 

One protesting parent, 
who wouldn’t give her 
name because it could 
identify her son who was 
charged as a result of the 
brawl, said police used ex¬ 
cessive force against her 
child, leaving him with a 
black eye and rings 
around his wrists from 
handcuffs. 


“Police have to do their 
job, but I think they’re be¬ 
ing excessive, especially 
towards youth,” she said. 

Saney said racism from 
police, and the media, is 
typical. 

“The black community 
has come to unfortunate¬ 


ly expect it,” he said. “It’s 
part of being black in No¬ 
va Scotian society.” 

Halifax RCMP 

spokesman Joe Taplin said 
yesterday police manage¬ 
ment reviewed its han¬ 
dling of both brawls and 
concluded they “were 


handled appropriately at 
this time.” 

As to allegations of 
criminalization of black 
youths by local police, Ta¬ 
plin said, “we arrest the 
individuals who are re¬ 
sponsible for committing 
an offence.”

Same-sex marriage: 
Where are we now? 

A look at how legal status impacts personal lives

It has been four years 
since same-sex marriage 
was made legal across 
Canada and six years since 
it was legalized in Ontario 
and British Columbia. The 
battle to pass Bill C-38 was 
a triumph for Canada’s gay 
population, but how many 
people are actually tying 
the knot? And for those 
who have, how has legal 
status impacted their 
lives? 

Chris Higgins, 54, mar¬ 
ried her partner Chris 
Phibbs, 50, at a Gay Pride 
Eve party they threw at 
their Toronto home in 
2005. 

“I needed to confirm our 
relationship officially with 
my friends and family,” 
she says. The couple’s fam¬ 
ily includes a son they 
adopted in 1995. 

“All steps taken in the in¬ 
terest of equality are im¬ 
portant. Gay marriage ce¬ 
mented the right to be 
equal in the eyes of the law 
in all aspects of our lives,”

she notes. 

For some people the 
right to marry is a partial 
victory. Clayton Chrusch, 
33, a computer program¬ 
mer, wed Michael Reid, 32, 
a university astronomy in¬ 
structor, at a B&B in Dun- 
das, Ont., in October 2003. 
Shortly after the wedding, 
they moved to Hawaii 
where Reid had been of¬ 
fered a job. 

Their marriage wasn’t 
recognized in the United 
States, though, and Chr¬ 
usch’s status was that of a 
tourist with no health care 
or job prospects. In 18 
months they were back in 
Canada. “Same-sex mar¬ 
riage in Canada is no guar¬ 
antee that gay people can 
live their lives without un¬ 
just restrictions,” says Chr¬ 
usch. 

The 2006 census counted 


7,500 same-sex married 
couples. However, there 
was concern about the 
wording on the form that 
requested same-sex cou¬ 
ples mark an “other” box 
rather than the “married” 
box. 

Egale Canada, an advo¬ 
cate group for gay, lesbian, 
bisexual and transgen- 
dered rights, stated many 
of its members had chosen 
not to complete the census 
in protest. 

Canadians for Equal Mar¬ 
riage, a now defunct advo¬ 
cacy organization, report¬ 
ed there had been 12,438 
same-sex marriage licences 
issued in Canada between 
2003-2005, based on its 
own research of municipal 
records.

73 dead in Iraq bombing 

Saturday suicide bombing the worst attack in more than a year

The death toll from Iraq’s 
deadliest bombing in 
more than a year rose to 
73, police said yesterday, a 
day after a suicide bomber 
detonated a truck packed 
with explosives outside a 
mosque in the north of the 
country. 

More than half of the vic¬ 
tims were pulled from the 
rubble and dust of around 
70 clay brick homes that 
were flattened in the ex¬ 
plosion near the northern 
city of Kirkuk, said Brig.- 
Gen. Najeh Mohammed, 
the local head of civil de¬ 
fence. 

“We expect that there 
are still some dead bodies 
under the rubble. But the 
chances are less than be¬ 
fore,” said Mohammed. 

Black flags and banners 
of mourning fluttered 
from poles all over the Shi¬ 
ite Muslim village of Taza 
and the victims were swift¬ 
ly buried in the same part 
of the local cemetery. 

Saturday’s blast was the 
deadliest attack in Iraq 
since female suicide 


bombers killed 99 people 
in a Baghdad pet market in 
February last year. 

Thirty-five children and 
15 women were among the 
dead in the Kirkuk attack. 


More than 250 people 
were wounded. 

Kirkuk is viewed as a po¬ 
tential flashpoint between 
Iraq’s Shiite Arab-led cen¬ 
tral government and Kurds 


who view it as their ances¬ 
tral homeland and want it 
included in their semi-au¬ 
tonomous northern en¬ 
clave.

Britain ID's 2 dead hostages 


iraq The dead bodies of 
two Britons taken hostage 
in Iraq in 2007 and handed 
to U.K. officials in Baghdad 
late on Friday have been 
provisionally identified, 
the British government 
said yesterday. 

The men were among 
five Britons seized by an 
armed Shi’ite militant 
group from inside a Fi¬ 
nance Ministry building in 
a raid in the Iraqi capital. 

The Foreign Office said 
in a statement the dead 
men were “highly likely" 
to be Jason Creswell, origi¬ 
nally from Glasgow in 


Scotland, and Jason 
Swindlehurst, from north¬ 
west England. 

British Foreign Secretary 
David Miliband said on Sat¬ 
urday the three other 
hostages were in “grave 
danger” after the Iraqi au¬ 
thorities passed the two 
men’s remains to the 
British. 

No details about where, 
when or how they died 
have been made public. 
Unconfirmed media re¬ 
ports last year said one of 
the hostages had killed 
himself. 


Islamists vow to fight foreign troops 


Somalia Hardline al 
Shaabab Islamists will 
fight any foreign troops 
that come to the aid of the 
Somalian government, a 
spokesman for the insur¬ 
gent group said yesterday. 

Somali parliament 
speaker Sheikh Aden Mo- 
hamed Madobe on Satur¬ 
day called upon neighbour¬ 
ing countries such as Dji¬ 
bouti, Kenya and Ethiopia 
to send military help to 
ward off a raging rebellion. 

The African Union al¬ 
ready has 4,300 peacekeep¬ 
ers in Somalia, but they 


are under constant attack 
by the Islamists that want 
to dislodge the govern¬ 
ment and impose a strict 
form of sharia Islamic law. 

“We tell our enemy that 
we do not fear any inva¬ 
sion from outside,” said al 
Shabaab’s Sheikh Ali Mo- 
hamud Rage.

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Old-growth forests offer multiple benefits 


CleanBreak 



The forest carpets about 
one-third of the land with 
trees, soils and millions of 
living creatures. Of this 
forested land, old-growth 
forests have declined sig¬ 
nificantly across the world. 

Old-growth decline in 
Canada is more prevalent 
in eastern Canada where 
over 500 years of post-Eu- 
ropean settlement activity 
has taken its toll. In the 
past, much of Nova Scotia 
was covered with old- 
growth forests of pine, 
hemlock, spruce, yellow 
birch, oak, sugar maple 
and American beech. 


In Nova Scotia, old 
growth forests account for 
less than one per cent of 
total forested lands in the 
province. 

A number of definitions 
have been used to identify 
old-growth forests. Some 
describe an old-growth for¬ 
est as a continuous undis¬ 
turbed stage of later 
growth, while others use 
specific physical character¬ 
istics such as the preva¬ 
lence of old trees, standing 
dead trees (snags), the vari¬ 
ety and quantity of lichens 
or growth layers and/or the 
lack of human distur¬ 
bances. 

Old growth forests are 
important and can provide 
unique services compared 
to other forest ages. Some 
of the values associated 
with old growth listed by 
Nova Scotians include its: 
unique habitat and biodi¬ 
versity, beauty and sacred¬ 


ness (spiritual connection). 

Other values include eco- 
tourism, medicine, recre¬ 
ation, research and natural 
heritage bridges to past 
generations. 

If you go to Hemlock 
Ravine or Point Pleasant 
Park you can see large old 
hemlock trees over 300 
years old. These areas do 
not constitute an old- 
growth forest as under¬ 
growth has been removed 
and the area managed. 

Where can you see old 
growth in Nova Scotia? It’s 
scattered in little pockets 
and in the hands of many 
individuals as over 70 per 
cent of land in Nova Scotia 
is privately owned. Publi- 
cally old-growth forest ar¬ 
eas are often found in 
parks, wilderness areas 
and nature reserves. 

Nearby in the Waverley- 
Salmon River-Long Lake 
Wilderness Area, the 


Salmon River trail has an 
old-growth Hemlock stand 
situated between Crowbar 
and Woody Lake. Walk 
through the Hemlocks and 
Hardwoods trail at Ke- 
jimlcujilc National Park 
where you will see old 
growth stands of hemlock, 
white pine and sugar 
maple. 

Cape Breton Highlands 
National Park also has pre¬ 
mier old-growth hardwood 
stands including swaths of 
sugar maple for viewing. 

If you would like to par¬ 
ticipate in a guided hike 
there will be a tour of 
Abraham Lake Nature Re¬ 
serve’s rare old growth red 
spruce stands titled At the 
Feet of Giants on August 
15. Visit gov.ns.ca more in¬ 
formation.

Northern nations stress 
no Coid War over Arctic 


oil Arctic nations are 
promising to avoid a new 
“Cold War” linked to cli¬ 
mate change, but militaiy 
activity is stirring in a po¬ 
lar region where a thaw 
may allow oil and gas ex¬ 
ploration or new shipping 
routes. 

The six nations around 
the Arctic Ocean are prom¬ 
ising to co-operate on chal¬ 
lenges such as overseeing 
new fishing grounds or 
shipping routes in an area 
that has been too remote, 
cold and dark to be of any 
recent interest. But global 
warming is spurring long- 
irrelevant disputes, such as 
a Russian-Danish standoff 
over who owns the seabed 
under the North Pole or 
how far Canada controls 
the Northwest Passage that 


the United States calls an 
international waterway. 

“The Arctic area would 
be of interest in 50 or 100 
years — not now,” said 
Lars Kullerud, president of 
the University of the Arc¬ 
tic. “It’s hype to talk of a 
Cold War.” 

Still, in February, Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 
criticized Russia’s “increas¬ 
ingly aggressive” actions 
after a bomber flew close 
to Canada. And Russia, 
which is reasserting itself, 
sent a nuclear submarine 
in 2008 across the Arctic 
under the ice to the Pacific. 

Norway recently pur¬ 
chased 48 Lockheed Martin 
F-35 jets for “exploration” 
and the U.S. is believed to 
be investing in “quieter” 
submarines. reuters

Nortel says it will sell 
advanced wireless unit 


Telecom equipment mak¬ 
er Nortel Networks said 
on Friday that it will sell 
its advanced wireless 
technology business to 
Nokia Siemens Networks 
for $734 million and that 
it was making progress in 
talks to sell its other busi¬ 
nesses. 

Nortel, once the largest 
North American maker of 
telecommunications gear, 
collapsed into bankruptcy 
in January, blaming the 
economic crisis for derail¬ 
ing a turnaround effort 
that began in 2005. 

Nokia Siemens, a joint 
venture of Nokia and 
Siemens, had made an un¬ 
solicited offer for parts of 
Nortel’s carrier network 
group, but the price and 
scope of a deal had been 
unclear.

• Under the terms of the 
deal, at least 2,500 Nortel 
employees in Canada, the 
United States, Mexico and 
China have the opportunity 
to keep their jobs under 
Nokia Siemens Networks 
ownership. 


The telecom equipment 
industry is consolidating 
and leaving only a few 
global players — market 
leader Ericsson, Huawei, 
Nokia Siemens and Alca¬ 
tel-Lucent. 

The deal will allow 
Nokia Siemens to expand 
its presence in North 
America and make it a

announcing the deal. 

The transaction in¬ 
cludes Nortel’s CDMA 
business and LTE assets. 
CDMA is the technology 
that lost the battle for 
global dominance but still 
has a strong position in 
some markets, including 
North America. Nortel has 
a roughly 30 per cent 
share of the global CDMA 
market. 

LTE is a new high-speed 
wireless technology that 
is intended to replace cur¬ 
rent mobile networks. LTE 
networks are slated to be 
deployed in the coming 
years by large wireless car¬ 
riers including Vodafone 
Group Pic. and Verizon 
Communications Inc.

Chemical ban takes aim at rubber duckies 


toys Six common man¬ 
made chemicals will be 
banned in soft vinyl toys 
and lead limits will be low¬ 
ered under proposed regula¬ 
tions announced by Ottawa. 

The regulations are a 
measure “to help ensure 
that products intended for 
children are safe,” said 
Health Minister Leona 
Aglukkaq in a press re¬ 
lease. 

“This not only catches us 
up with the U.S. and Eu¬ 
rope, it’s somewhat bet¬ 
ter than their regula¬ 
tions,” said Rick 
Smith, executive di- 
rector of Environ¬ 
mental Defence. 

Without new rules, 
Canada risked becom¬ 
ing a dumping 
ground for toxic toys 1 ) 
that were illegal to 
sell in other markets, , 
said Smith. 

Is this the death 


knell for the iconic rubber 
duck, the symbol of toxic 
toys? 

“Not at all,” said Smith. 
“It’s the rebirth of the rub¬ 
ber duck.” A phthalate-free 
ducky is already available. 

The government also 
proposed lowering lead 
limits in a range of con¬ 
sumer products, including 
young children’s play¬ 
things, teethers, baby bot¬ 
tle nipples as well as 
^mouthpieces worn in 
sports and used with 
musical instru- 
L ments. 

The new limit, 
90 milligrams of 
[ lead per kilo¬ 
gram, is 
K among the 
strictest in 
the world, 
according 
to Health 
Canada.

the nervous system. 

In recent years, phtha¬ 
lates, which are man-made 
chemicals, have come un¬ 
der fire as studies have 
linked them to a range of 
developmental concerns 
and reproductive prob¬ 
lems, especially in boys. 

Inside the body, phtha¬ 
lates mimic natural hor¬ 
mones, throwing off nor¬ 
mal development. Studies 
have shown that the body 
is sensitive to these hor¬ 
mone disruptors even in 
small doses. 

Science has also shown 
that exposure in early life 


can have health conse¬ 
quences in adult life, in¬ 
cluding increased risk of 
breast cancer, explained 
Smith. 

In the U.S., the phthalate 
ban in kids’ toys became 
law last year, while in the 
European Union it dates 
back to 1999. 

In response to Health 
Canada’s proposal, the 
American Chemistry Coun¬ 
cil, representing manufac¬ 
turers of the chemical, is¬ 
sued a statement yesterday 
that there was no scientific 
basis to believe that re¬ 
stricting phthalates would 
improve health or protect 
children. 

The proposed regula¬ 
tions now enter a 75-day 
comment period. After 
that, modifications might 
be made before the propos¬ 
als are submitted for final 
approval.

The FREE DROP-OFF for e-waste is 
supported by point of purchase fees (fee you pay when you 
buy new electronic items). The program was approved by the 
Nova Scotia Dept, of Environment.

Sewing pattern into a career 



N ova Scotia-born 
Laurie Swim 
started sewing 
at around age 
10. Her mom 
bought a machine and the 
young girl quickly took it 
over. 

She started out with 
clothing. She once made a 
reversible ski jacket. Her 
grandmother did not be¬ 
lieve it was her own cre¬ 
ation. 

At age 16, she made her 
first quilt. 

“It just spoke to me. The 
colours, the texture,” says 
Swim. 

She studied art at Mount 
Allison University and the 
Nova Scotia College of Art 
and Design. After gradua¬ 
tion, she apprenticed with 
two weavers in Denmark. 

Overseas, she began to 
miss quilting, and when 
she came back to Canada 
had a woman who lived 
near her family home in 


Loclceport help her create 
a black and white quilt she 
called Eve’s Apple. 

The dramatic piece was 
a far cry from a bedspread: 
People were shocked by its 
bold look. “It was consid¬ 
ered revolutionary at the 
time, it broke with tradi¬ 
tion,” says Swim. 

The Nova Scotia Design¬ 
er Craft Council accepted 
it for its exhibition that 
year, and it won best in 
show. Swim took it and an¬ 
other quilt down to New 
York City, and pictures 
were published of them 
both in major U.S. craft 
magazines. 

Swim moved to Toronto 
in the mid 1970s and con¬ 
tinued with her creations 
and landed some corpo¬ 
rate commissions, includ¬ 
ing a 64-foot piece for the 
Bank of Nova Scotia. 

For a few years, Swim, 
her husband and their son 
lived in Kingston, Ont. 
There, in 1995, she 
worked with the Kingston 
and District Labour Coun¬ 
cil to create a quilt memo¬ 
rializing the building of 
the Rideau Canal. The 
council and members of 
the community helped 
Swim source fabric, cut it 
up into thousands of

UNEMPLOYMENT RECORD 

Canada's unemployment rate 
rose to its highest level in 11 
years, as 42,000 more jobs 
were lost in May, according to 
Statistics Canada. While 
Ontario accounts for 39 per 
cent of Canada's total working- 
age population, it has suffered 
64 per cent of the country's 
overall employment losses 
since the beginning of the 
labour market downturn. 

Large declines occurred in full¬ 
time employment, with 59,000 
job cuts, while part-time 
employment rose with 44,000 
new part-time hires. On a posi¬ 
tive note, the hourly wage for 
employees was 3.4 per cent 
higher in May as compared to 
May 2008. 

FIRST NATIONS FUNDING The 

federal government is 
withholding $2.4 million in 
funding from the First Nations 
University of Canada — which 
has campuses in Saskatoon, 
Regina and Prince Albert — 
until the beleaguered institu¬ 
tion implements major 
changes. Indian and Northern 
Affairs Canada have requested 


university officials to meet a 
number of deadlines over the 
next few months. The universi¬ 
ty designed programs with 
Aboriginal communities to 
meet their human resources 
needs in areas such as health 
care, education and 
environment. 

EXCELLENT UNIVERSITIES Sev¬ 
en Canadian universities have 
picked up medals in the 2009 
CASE Circle of Excellence 
Awards, an international pro¬ 
gram that recognizes 
outstanding institutional 
achievement in areas such as 
fundraising, marketing and 
alumni relations. Among the 
winners: Memorial University, 
which earned a grand gold and 
a bronze medal; the University 
of Toronto, which picked up 
two silver medals; the Universi¬ 
ty of Waterloo, which received 
a grand gold; York University 
and Queen's University, which 
each earned a silver award; 
and Wilfrid Laurier and McGill 
Universities which both took 
home a bonze.

Transformers director 
films sequel in Egypt

Michael Bay is adamant 
about one thing: There’s 
nothing he hates more in 
the movie business than 
waste. 

“Hollywood is so rife 
with waste,” he says, sneer¬ 
ing. As an example, he 
cites directors who build¬ 
ing “elaborate, million-dol- 
lar sets” then decide not to 
shoot on them. “That 
would never happen on 
one of my shows.” 

Instead of building mil- 
lion-dollar sets, Bay got to 
take the $200 million US 
production of Transform¬ 
ers: Revenge of the Fallen 
to Egypt to film on the pyr¬ 
amids, something most 
filmmakers can only 
dream of. 

And it was all thanks to 
Zahi] Hawass, the Secre¬ 
tary General of the Egypt¬ 
ian Supreme Council of 
Antiquities. “Dr. Hawass 
was a big fan of Transform¬ 
ers. That’s why he let us 
shoot there.” 

Bay’s “it’s got to be loud” 
philosophy has led to bom¬ 
bastic hits like The Rock, 
Bad Boys and Armageddon. 
But it’s also led to lemons 
like The Island and Pearl 
Harbor. Naturally, he does¬ 
n’t think his latest giant ro¬ 
bot opus will fall into the 
latter category. 

Strapping in for the 
roller-coaster this time 
around — along with re¬ 
turning stars Shia LaBeouf 
and Megan Fox — is Ra¬ 
mon Rodriguez, a young 
actor with a season of The 
Wire and this summer’s 
The Talcing of Pelham 12 3 
under his belt. 

Bay sees Ramon’s role as 
an extension of the audi¬ 


ence. “He’s never seen any 
of these things. So that 
adds for comedy,” Bay ex¬ 
plains. “And Ramon’s quite 
funny.” 

“I end up getting sucked 
up into this world of ro¬ 
bots and my world is com¬ 
pletely flipped,” adds Ro¬ 
driguez. 

For Rodriguez, working 
for the notorious task-mas¬ 
ter was more than a little 
intimidating, but he found 
his feet quickly thanks to a 
particularly exhausting au¬ 
dition. 

“For an hour and a half, 
he had me running jump¬ 
ing and diving all around 
his furniture, acting like I 
was running from robots. 
And I left the room com¬ 
pletely sweaty and 
drenched.” 

All the sweat paid off, but 
the 29-year-old, who was 
raised in New York and 
Puerto Rico, didn’t realize 
that was just the beginning. 
For one shot, Rodriguez 
found himself holding tight 
to a pole while Bay pointed 
two fans blowing 100 mile- 
per-hour wind. 

“While the fans are go¬ 
ing, he had two guys 
pulling my legs with these 
wires,” he remembers. “It’s 
100-plus degrees, my 
shoulder pops out because 
the guys were pulling me. I 
have dirt and soot going in¬ 
to my eyes, I can’t see any¬ 
thing. 

“All I can hear is Michael 
saying, ‘Open your eyes! I 
need this shot!”’ It took a 
good 45 minutes for Ro¬ 
driguez to rinse all the de¬ 
bris from his eyes. “I 
thought I’d lost my eye¬ 
sight,” he says. “But it’s a 
cool shot.”

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Miley tour bites scalpers back

tickets As Miley Cyrus pre¬ 
pares to hit the road this 
fall, the spotlight is shin¬ 
ing on what was once a rel¬ 
atively minor piece of the 
touring puzzle: The ticket. 

Or in this case, the lack 
thereof. Cyrus’ tour will 
use paperless tickets, and 
that's causing a commo¬ 
tion, mostly among the 
scalpers who infamously 
made so much money 
from her last tour. 

The 2007-08 Hannah 
Montana/Miley Cyrus Best 
of Both Worlds trek 
grossed $55 million US and 
sold about one million 
tickets to 70 shows report¬ 
ed to Billboard Boxscore. 
But it also provided out¬ 
raged parents with a bitter 
introduction to secondary 
vendors, who scooped up 
tickets and sold them at 
huge markups. The result¬ 
ing controversy made 
Cyrus the poster child for 
what many perceived as an 
out-of-control resale mar¬ 
ket. 

Now Cyrus’ fall tour will 
make history as the first 
arena-level trek to em¬ 
brace paperless ticketing 
in an attempt to thwart re¬ 
sellers. As is the case with 
airlines, those who pur¬ 
chase the tickets must be 


on hand with their credit 
card to gain admission. 

“The focus was, ‘How do 
we take all the informa¬ 
tion we gathered last time 
out and do a better job of 
it?”’ says Jason Morey, 
Cyrus’ manager and presi¬ 
dent of Morey Manage¬ 
ment Group, an affiliate of 
Ticketmaster Entertain¬ 
ment’s Front Line Manage¬ 
ment. “It was important to 
us to address the issue of 
demand. We thought that 
of every single option that 
was available out there, 
this was a really viable op¬ 
tion, to go with the paper¬ 
less ticketing.” 

Those associated with 
the tour say public feed¬ 
back has been generally 
favourable and that tickets 


are selling well, with near¬ 
ly 500,000 purchased al¬ 
ready. The fact that they’re 
not blowing out immedi¬ 
ately as they did on the last 
tour is evidence that bro¬ 
kers aren’t flooding the 
system, they say. 

Meanwhile, secondary 
market players are crying 
foul, protesting that 
they’re being shut out 
from buying Cyrus tickets, 
or at least hindered, and 
predicting entrance chaos, 
and a consumer backlash, 
at concerts. Morey dis¬ 
agrees.

Turkey 

Saltimbocca 

brochettes 

INGREDIENTS: 

11/4 cups (300 ml) long- 
grain rice 

Salt and black pepper 

1 lb (450 g) sliced turkey 
breast 

2 tbsp (25 ml) red pesto 
sauce 

4 slices Parma ham 
12 large fresh sage leaves 
Canola oil for greasing 
8 cherry tomatoes 
2 lemons 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat grill to high and 
put kettle of water on to 
boil. 

2. Put rice into pot and 
add salt and 2 1/2 cups 
(625 ml) boiling water. Stir 
to separate grains, cover 
and simmer 10 minutes. 
Remove from heat and let 
stand, covered, 5 minutes. 

3. Meanwhile, rinse and 
dry sage leaves. Place 
turkey slices between two 
sheets of plastic wrap and 
pound with rolling pin un¬ 
til about 1/2 in. (1 cm) 
thick. Spread pesto over 
one side of each turkey 
slice, cover with slice of 
ham, and lay sage leaf on 
top, then season with pep¬ 


per. 

4. Roll up each piece of 
turkey and ham from long 
side. With very sharp 
knife, cut rolls into pieces 
about 1 in. (2.5 cm) long. 

5. Holding each piece firm¬ 
ly to prevent unrolling, di¬ 
vide rolls among 4 
skewers, carefully insert¬ 
ing skewers through sides. 

6. Lightly oil baking tray, 
lay brochettes on top and 
broil 5-6 minutes per side, 
or until rolls are golden 
and turkey juices are no 
longer pink. 

7. Rinse and halve cherry 
tomatoes and add to rice. 
Wash wax from lemons. 
Finely grate rind of one 
lemon over rice and mix 
thoroughly. Cut other 
lemon into wedges and set 
aside. 

8. Spoon rice onto warmed 
plates, place skewers on 
top and pour over any pan 
juices. Serve garnished 
with lemon wedges.
